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An abrasive blasting apparatus comprising 
a mixing chamber and a convergent-divergent nozzle. 
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An abrasive blasting apparatus comprising 

a hopper for storing abrasive parti cles^ the hopper 
including a particle outlet and a particle inlet for 
receiving spent abrasive particles. 
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
